Enos S. Erb, of Philadelphia, died at 6 
o'clock Thursday morning at the Eagle 
Hotel, Gettysburg, from the effects of a 
stroke of paralysis caused by an accident, 
which happened him on Friday previous 
when he lost controll of his automobile 
and collided wuh a wagon near Gettys­ 
burg. 
He was driving the car and when 
several miles from Gettysburg on the State 
road, where the road is undergoing repair 
and in bad condition, he collided with 
one of the heavy wagons used for hauling 
stone. 
He was badly hurt but w as still 
able to drive the machine Jo Gettysburg 
where he stopped at the Eagle Hotel. 
Shortly after arriving there he was strick­ 
en with paralysis and never regained con­ 
sciousness. 
He is surviyed by his wife 
and several children, all of Philadelphia, 
where Mr. Erb conducted a chain of laun­ 
dries, The body was sent to Philadel­

Grieving over the death of her hus­ 
band ever since he was killed on the 
railroad a few months ago, Mrs. Ed­ 
ward Setzer, forty-five years old, com­ 
mitted suicide by jumping from the 
Broad street bridge in Bethlehem, Pa., 
93 feet to death. 


Patrolman ICresge saw her take the 
fatal leap, but he was not close enough) 
to thwart her intentions, 


World's Greatest Passenger Vessel Is 
Badly Damaged Before Flames Are 
Subdued. 
The giant steamship Imperator of 
the Hamburg-American lino, the larg­ 
est vessel now afloat, was swept by 
fire on Thursday while moored to her 
dock on the Hoboken, N. J., water 
front, and damage 'to her second and 
main saloon deck will amount to thou­ 
sands of dollars. Her crew and 1131 
steerage passengers were aboard. 


The fire started in the provisions 
room, and its origin is unknown, al 
though officers of the vessel believe 
defective insulation of electric wires 
may have been the cause. The Impera 
tor arrived from Europe only Wed 
nesday. 
.. 


A thousand longshoreen, employed 
by the Hamburg-American line, went 
out on strike Monday, and they were 
supplanted with non-union 
workers 
The officials- of the line, however, do 
no^ give credence to the theory that 
the fire might have ben of incendiary 
origin, prompted by the controversy 
between them and their former em­ 
ployes. The loss is placed at $360,000 
The great ship was dark, with all 
on board asleep save the officers on 
watch, when smoke, ascending from 
the provision room, was discovered 
simltaneously by a seaman on deck 
watch and a petty officer upon the 
bridge. Almost at the same moment 
the crackling of the flames was heard 
in the steerage quarters. 


At least one man lost his life in the 
fire He was Second Officer Herman 
Gobreeht. 
Gobrecht had gone with 
some sailors to the provision room on 
the saloon deck aft, where the fire had 
started. The flames beat the men back 
—all but Gobrecht. 
When the Ho­ 
boken firemen, came they found the 
body of the second officer. 


Many of the members of the crew 
and several firemen from the Hoboken 
„companies were severely burned while 
they were fighting the flames. 
Back 
draughts drove the fire fighters from 
the danger zone time and again. The 
draughts were due to the failure, the 
firemen say, of the officers of the ship 
to close the port holes. 


The officers had Just turned In for 
rest when the fire was reported on 
board There was a panic among the 
1131 steerage passengers, who had 
been held on board over night to be 
taken to TCIIfs Island. 


There were 700 steerage passengers 
in the after part of the deck. 
The 
rest were forward. 
As soon as Com­ 
modore Ruesser, in command, discov­ 
ered that the blaze in the provision 
room meant real fighting, ho gave or­ 
ders to take the steerage passengers, 
with their baggage, off the ship. In 
ihe rush to land and line them on the 
pier a number of the passengers were 
injured.

Johnson, thç American 
pugilist, has 
purchased a house at Joinville le Pont, 
six miles from Paris, where he intends 
to retide for the requisite time to be­ 
come a naturalized citizen of France. 


Postmaster Held For Theft. 


John S. Wilson, postmaster of Co 
lumbia, Pa., and his assistant, Frank 
G. Pavne, were anesteri bv Depuis 
Marshal Smith, of Philadelphia, char 
ed with eml ezzling government funds, 
the prosecution having been brought 
by Fostoffico Inspector Nichols. 


Inspector Nichols and Inspector Lu 
ça« have been investigating the man­ 
ager, cnt of the Columbia offlee for 
some time, It is charged that Wilson 
was using government funds to pro 
mote the interests of a candy compauy 
in which he was concerned. 


Wilson is also charged with violât 
ing the postoflice rules in having more 
than $250 in cash at one time in the 
office. At times he had as high ai 
$500 and $6U0, it is charged. Cash bal 
ances were "doctored," it is alleged, 
by personal checks Both Wilson and 
Payne were held in $1000 bail for trial 
fn the United States district court. 


The amount of the embezzlement 
charged in the prosecution is $591.

Sexton Commits Suicide In Church. 
John Boyd, fifty-eight years old, sex 
ton of 
the Presbyterian church in 
Flemington. N. J., committed suicidt 
by inhaling illuminating gas in iht 
kitchen connected with the church. 


Boyd went to the church, and with 
out arranging the auditorium for the 
Sunday services, went to the kitchen 
where he made -preparations to end 
his life. 


He placed towels in the cracks of the 
doors leadi.ig into the lecture room 
of the church. Placing a tube into bis- 
mouth, he attached it to a gas jet am 
lay upon the floor to await death. 


When he failed to return home hi* 
daughter began a search, which result 
ed in finding his body in the gas filled 
room by Professor Norman Landis 
organist of the church. 


Wood Alcohol Kills rour. 


The wood alcohol orgy which caus­ 
ed the death of three men in Tunk 
hannock, near Scranton, Pa., claimed 
a fourth vi im when Edward Deuter 
baugh succumbed to the poison. 


It was learned that no less than Ilf 
teon men partook of the liquid, thougH 
not all in such quantities. Two of the 
victims came of prominent families in 
Tunkhannock.

in 
widely different sections of the town 
in a serious condition. 


A fifth, whose life was despaired of, 
Harvey Sickler, is still In a critical 
condition, though he ban gone totally 
blind. 


Thaw Lawyers Win First Fight. 
Harry Kendall Thaw, the Matteawaa 
fugitive, who is fighting deportation 
from Canada, was a decided victory 
in Sherbrooke when Judge Olobensky 
granted the plea of Thaw’s lawyers for 
a continuance of the habeas corpus 
writ and remanded him to jail indefi­ 
nitely, to be "dealt with according to 
the law,” 


The court ruled that Canadian coun­ 
sel representing New York state could 
take no part in the proceedings. An 
effort on the part of the New York 
forces later to persuade Magistrate 
Dupuis, of Coatieook, who originally 
held Thaw for court, to consider mo- 
tiops to quash the charge on which 
Thaw was held were met with failure, 
the magistrate declining to act. Thaw 
will probably come up for trial by Jury 
on Oct. 14. 


Train Hits Auto; Five Killed. 


J. E. Rowan, thirty-five years old. 
his wife, two children and bis sister 
in law, Mrs. Allen Wood Smith, all of 
Brackenbridge, were killed when then 
automobile was struck by a special 
train on the Pennsylvania railroad at 
the station at Lauevillo, near Free 
port, Pa. 


The train carried R. L. O'Donnell, 
general superintendent of the Penn 
sylvania railroad, and other officials 
who were making an inspection trip. 


Rowan, his wife and child, a year 
old, were killed instantly. A second 
child and Rowan's sister-in law died 
two hours after the accident. 


Horse Kills Man In Fall. 


James B. Whitaker, thirty years old 
teller in a bank in Shenandoah, Pa. 
was fatally injured. 


He was horseback riding, when bis 
horse stumbled and fell upon him 
breaking his right leg and internally 
injuring him. The victim was rushed 
to the State hospital, where he died. 


The deceased was grand knight oi 
the Knights of Columbus, prominent in 
total abstinence and fraternal socle 
ties and one of the most prominent 
and rising young men of Shenandoah.

relics, to gaze on the bones of the first 
Christian martyr and to beg his Inter­ 
cession for the relief of their ailments. 


St. Stephen was one of the disciples 
of Jesus and after the ascension was 
chosen one of the seven deacons. For 
his adherence to the new faith he was 
stoned to death. 
In the calendar of 
saints he has two festivals, falling on 
December 26 and August 3, that of the 
latter date commemorating the finding 
of his relics. 


After St. Stephen’s 
martyrdom 
his 
body lay long concealed 
under 
the 
ruins of an old tomb at Caphargama- 
la, 20 miles from Jerusalem. 
At this 
place, early in the fifth century, tho 
church was served 
by 
a 
venerable 
priest named Lucian. 
According to 
tradition, Lucian was twice visited by 
a vision of St. Stephen, who revealed 
the hiding place of his bones. 
The 
priest laid the matter before the bish­ 
op of Jerusalem, who ordered him to 
search for the body of the first saint 
at the place indicated. 


The coffin was 
found 
and 
when 
opened, according to the chroniclers, 
“there came out of it 
such a 
sweet 
odor that no one remembered to have 
ever smelled anything so agreeable." 
A "vast multitude" 
had 
assembled, 
and, it is said, 
73 
persons present, 
who were afflicted with 
various 
ail­ 
ments, were immediately 
cured 
and 
made well again. 
A portion of the 
relics were left at Caphargamala, and 
the remainder taken to Jerusalem and 
Interred in the Church of Sion.

FUNDS FOR FIGHTING PLAGUE 


State Legislatures in 1913 Made Gen­ 
erous Appropriations to Check the 
Spread of Tuberculosis. 


Out 'of 41 state legislatures in ses­ 
sion during the season of 1913, law» 
dealing with tuberculosis were enact­ 
ed in 30 states, while in 34 states con­ 
sideration was given to bills dealing 
with the prevention of this disease. 
This is a sum m ary of the legislative 
campaign for 1913, issued by the Na­ 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis today. 


Appropriations to the am ount of 
over $5,000,000 have been set aside 
for the treatm ent and prevention of 
tuberculosis by the various state leg­ 
islatures in session this year. 
Most 
of this money is for the m aintenance 
of state sanatoria. 
T here are at the 
present time 39 such institutions in 
31 different states, Connecticut, Massa­ 
chusetts and Pennsylvania, each hav­ 
ing more than one sanatorium. 
Dela­ 
ware is the only state which has made 
provision for a state sanatorium for 
tuberculous negroes. 
In addition to 
the am ounts appropriated by the va­ 
rious state governments, congress will 
be obliged to set aside nearly $1,000,- 
000 for the m aintenance of tbç United 
States public health, the army and the 
navy sanatoria, and the tuberculosis 
hospital of the District of Columbia.

MORE GOOD THINGS. 


Try some of these unusual dishes, 
they are as delicious as unusual. 


Molasses Crumb Pic— Make a rich 
pie crust and line a pan, mix a cupful 
of flour with a quarter of a cup of 
brown or granulated sugar, a quarter 
of a cup of shortening and a teaspoon­ 
ful of baking powder. 
Rub these to­ 
gether thoroughly and put in the lined 
pans, pour over the following mix­ 
ture, a quarter of a cup of New Or­ 
leans molasses, a quarter of a tea­ 
spoon of soda and a quarter of a cup 
of boiling water. 
Rake in 9 moderate 
oven. 


This is the season to begin thf prep­ 
aration for winter canned fruit. 


Mangoes—Take green 
cantaloupes, 
cut in half and remove 
the 
seeds. 
Soak in brine and scald in spiced vine­ 
gar. 
Stuff and tie together, cover 
with vinegar, hot or cold. 
For the fill­ 
ing, chopped cabbage soaked in brine, 
then well drained, season with horse­ 
radish, ginger root, sugar, nutmeg and 
celery seed. 
Red peppers are. a good 
addition. 


Spiced apples are delicious especial­ 
ly the young green ones in the early 
market. 
Prepare a moderately sweet 
sirup, boii five minutes with a few 
cloves and twice as much stick cinna­ 
mon. 
Pare the apples and cook until 
tender a f e w at a time, remove from 
the sirup and when all are cooked, 
cook the sirup until thick and pour 
over them. 


Chow-Chow—The vegetables used in 
this are 
cauliflower, 
string 
beans, 
green tomatoes, red 
pappers, 
lima 
beans, pearl onions, celery cucumbers, 
small and large. The beans and toma* 
toes should be soaked by themselves, 
the other vegetables cut in pieces are 
soaked in brine, then drain. 
To three 
quarts of vinegar make a paste of six 
tablespoonfuls of mustard, one of tur­ 
meric, a cup of flowr, two of sugar and 
two teaspoonfuls of celery seed. Bring 
to the boiling point and pour while hot 
over the drained pickles.

Place a watch under a tum bler near 
the bed of a sick person, the ticking 
will not then disturb him, but the 
time piece may be easily reached.

MONEY PAID TO TOWNSHIPS. 
Warrants for a million dollars to partly 
pay the bonus to townships of Pennsyl­ 
vania which collected road tax in cash in 
1912 are being drawn at the State High­ 
way Department and will be issued this 
week to over l,4i>0 townships. T w o 
months ago $250,000 was distributed for 
part of 1912 and all of this money is to 
be used for improvement of township 
roads. Under the act of 1909 townships 
collecting road taxes in cash are entitled 
to 50 per cent, bonus, hut the Legislature 
has never appropriated the entire amount 
necessary. The General Assembly of 1913 
however, made more liberal provision 
than ever before and double the amount 
available in 1911 and 1912 for distribution 
is now being sent out. 
According to the 
figures gathered at the State Highway 
Department, tB,089,976.32 was collected 
for road purposes on part of which the 
bonus is payable. The amount apportion­ 
ed to Adams county is $12,108.18 as fol­ 
lows: Berwick, $172.71; Butler, $(574,80; 
Conewago, $285.60; Cumberland, $872.63; 
Franklin, $1,352.37; Freedom, $311.28; 
Germany, $280.69; Hamilton, $368.68;

MOTOR FIRE ENGINE SAVES 


A TOWN FROM DESTRUCTION. 


Carlisle, Pa.# Aug. 29.—The Union Fire 
Company’s new $10,000 automobile fire 
engine saved the town of Newville, 11 
miles west of Carlisle, from possible com­ 
plete destruction by fire this evening. 
The fire started, probably from spontane­ 
ous combustion, and within 20 minutes 
nearly a whole block of stables were abiaae. 
Newville’8 two chemical engines were set 
to work, but soon one of them blew up 
and the other failed to work, and an ap­ 
peal was sent to Carlisle. 
The automo­ 
bile engine from Carlisle covered the 11 
miles in 19 minutes, notwithstanding a 
tire was lost and changed near West Hill. 
Arriving, the auto engine’s four streams 
were brought into play just in time to 
stay the flames which were fanned by a 
strong East wind. 
The escape of the en­ 
tire town from destruction is looked upon 
as almost a miracle.

No debt shall be created by 
or on behalf of tho State, except to supply 
casual deficiencies of revenue, repel inva­ 
sion, suppress insurrection, defend the 
State in war, or to pay existing debt; and 
the debt created to supply deficiency I» 
revenue shall nc^er exceed, In tho aggre­ 
gate at any one time, one million of dol­ 
l ars , be . amended so as to read as fol­ 
lows: 


Section 4. No debt shall bo created by 
or on behalf of the State, except to supply 
casual deficiencies of revenue, repel Inva­ 
sion, suppress insurrection, defend the 
State in war, or to pay existing debt; and 
the debt created to supply deficiencies in 
revenue shall never exceed, in tho aggre­ 
gate at any one time, ono million of dol­ 
lars: Provided, however, That tho General 
Assembly, irrespective of any debt, may 
authorize the Stato to lssuo bonds to the 
amount of fifty millions of dollars for the 
purpose of improving and rebuilding the 
highways of tho Commonwealth.

▲ CONCURRENT RESOLUTION. 


Proposing an amendment to section three 
of article eight of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. 
Be it resolved by the House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania (If the Senate concur). 
That Die following Is proposed as an 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in ac­ 
cordance with the provisions of the eight­ 
eenth article thereof:— 


Section 2. Amend section three of arti­ 
cle eight, which reads as follows: 
“All 
Judges elected by the electors of the 
Stato at large may be elected at either 
a general or municipal election, as cir­ 
cumstances may require. 
All the elec­ 
tions for judges of the courts for the 
several judicial districts, and for the 
county, city, ward, borough, and town­ 
ship officers, for regular terms of serv­ 
ice, shall be held on the municipal elec­ 
tion day; namely, the Tuesday next fol­ 
lowing the first Monday of November in 
each odd-numbered year, but the General 
Assembly may by law fix a different day, 
two-thirds of all the members of each 
House consenting thereto: Provided, That 
such elections shall always be held in an 
odd-numbered year/' so as to read: 


Section 3. 
All judges elected by the 
electors of the State at large may be 
elected at cither a general or municipal 
election, as circumstances may require. 
All elections for judges of the courts for 
the several judicial districts, and for 
county, city, ward, borough, and town­ 
ship officers, for regular terms of service, 
shall be held on the municipal election 
day; namely, tho Tuesday next following 
the first Monday of November in each 
odd-numbered year, but tho General As­ 
sembly may by law fix a different day, 
two-thirds of all the members of each 
House consenting thereto: Provided, That 
such elections shall be held in an odd- 
numbered year: Provided further, That all 
judges for the courts of the several judi­ 
cial districts holding office at the present 
time, whoso terms of office may end In an 
odd-numbered year, shall continue to hold 
their offices until the first Monday of 
January in the next succeeding even- 
numbered year.

respective properties, and shall impose 
no municipal liability. 
Where munici­ 
palities or counties shall issue obligations

Proposing an amendment to section one 
of article nine of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania, relating to taxation. 
Section 1. tie it resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the Com-« 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, That the following Is pro­ 
posed as an amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva­ 
nia, in accordance with the provisions of 
the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Section 2. Amend section one of article 
nine of the Constitution of Pennsylvania, 
which reads as follows: 


“All taxes shall bo uniform, upon the 
same class of subjects, within the terri­ 
torial limits of the authority levying the 
tax, and shall be levied and collected um- 
der general laws; but the General Assem­ 
bly may, by general laws, exempt from 
taxation public property used for public 
purposes, actual places of religious w** 
shl]Jt places of burial not used or held for 
private or corporate profit, and institu­ 
tions of purely public charity.“ so as to 
read as follows:

Irish historic emblems, both in device 
and tincture, are woven unalterably 
Into the fabric of the evolution of 
American 
history. 
Hero, 
for 
the 
first 
time, 
are 
set forth items of 
great heraldic Importance, giving the 
proper credit to Erin’s emblems, as 
they have formed an equation in the 
developer *>*it of the present govern­ 
mental devices of heraldic or sym­ 
bolic meaning. 


It is generally supposed that the 
only important matter which engaged 
the attention of the first Continental 
Congress, on the fourth day of July, 
was tho adoption of the Declaration of 
Independence; but the records chow 
that no less essential national problem 
—a government signature, or seal— 
was a part of tho considerations of 
that eventful occasion. 
It was about 
three o’clock In the afternoon, when 
the Liberty Bell was still sounding 
tho call to arms and proclaiming the 
dawn of freedom, that John Hancock, 
president of the Continental Congress, 
arose from his chair and said: 


‘‘We are now a nation, and I ap­ 
point Dr. Benjamin Franklin, John Ad­ 
ams and Thomas Jefferson a commit­ 
tee to prepare a device for a great 
seal of the thirteen United States." 
The committee immediately proceed-

gle. 
Six thousand Irish came to this 
country Itf 1729, and dispersed and 
settled throughout the colonies, princi­ 
pally in Maryland, Virginia and the 
Carolinas. 
From among those devout 
settlers sprang some 
of 
the 
most 
prominent and 
Influential 
colonists. 
The musical Instrument which sym­ 
bolizes the land of Erin was an at­ 
tributive ensign of tho Goddess Hi­ 
bernia, the patroness of early Iceland. 
As early as the fifth century, the harp 
was so common in Erin that hardly a 
peasant house was without one. 
In 
the old laws of Wales and Erin tho 
Triads specified the use of the harp 
as one of the three things necessary 
to distinguish a freeman or gentle­ 
man from a slave. 
Pretenders were 


Jected to as an American emblem on 
account of the harp being representa­ 
tive of Ireland. 


But this, liko many other devices, 
was not reported from the committee. 
There Is good reason to believe that 
the following design came as a later 
proposal from Doctor Franklin, as he 
refers to it In his writings: 


“Supporters.—In 
the dexter 
side: 
the genius of America 
(represented 
by 
a maiden

tresses), having on her head a radi­ 
ated crown of gold encircled with a 
sky blue fillet, spangled with silver 
stars, and clothed In a long, loose

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the national banner was taken until 
June 14, 1777. 
But Jefferson wa» *0 
impressed with the Idea of recognii- 
ing the countries from whence Amer­ 
ica was peopled, and to show definite­ 
ly admiration for their patriotism in 
tho fight for liberty, that he placed be­ 
low tho Du Slmltler idea the motto, 
“E Plurlbus Unum," to indicate “From 
Many (People), 
one 
(people);" 
or 
“From Many Nationalities, 
one 
na­ 
tion;° or “From England, 
Scotland, 
Ireland, France, Germany, 
and 
the 
Netherlands—the United States." The 
motto does not 
mean“From 
many 
Colonies, one nation," as the basic 
definition is clearly Indicated In the 
devlco and in Jefferson’s description. 


Still, Congress was hard to please, 
and the report of the distinguished 
committee was set aside and a new 
committee 
assigned 
to 
the 
task. 
Though Jefferson continued deeply In* 
terested In the matter and submitted 
sevoral other devices, no less than 
twenty designs were under discussion, 
and four subsequent committees la­ 
bored with the seal problem. 


Then in 1782 a committee called to 
*heir aid a certain Mr. William Bar­ 
ton, a patriot, Boldier and heraldic ex­ 
pert, and he designed a seal which 
again Incorporated the emblems in 
token jof the Irish allies of the It©- 
public. His design was elaborate and 
practically became the basis of our 
present seal. 
In the shield the Stafs 
and Stripes appear and the eagle and 
eye of Providence. 
But the special 
consideration of the Irish Is found in 
the two figures supporting the pro­ 
posed design. The harp and the fieur- 
de-lys relate to the assistance 
ren­ 
dered by Ireland and France, and are 
blazoned on a green banner. 
How­ 
ever, this committee’s report fared no 
better 
than Its 
predecessors, 
and 
finally the entire question of evolving 
an appropriate seal was placed In the 
hands of the secretary of the Conti­ 
nental 
Congress—the 
Irishman, 
Charles Thomson. 
He, with the aid 
of William iJarton, gave to the world 
our present 
emblematic 
signature. 
Americans in general, and those of 
Irish ancestry in particular, will be in-

ranged by Jefferson, based on the com­ 
pilation of a Huguenot 
named 
Du 
Simitier, be reported to Congress on 
August 10, 1776. The design in ques­ 
tion was quite elaborate and indicated 
fundamental knowledge of the laws 
of heraldry, besides cortaining primal 
symbolic language, and one impor- 
. tant element which appealed strongly 
to the Irish pride of race. 
The pro­ 
posed shield carried an emblem to 
represent the six great nationalities 
taking part In the war for independ­ 
ence, or those who populated the col­ 
onies and were earnest in the fight 
for American freedom. Thus, for Eng­ 
land appeared a rose, for Scotland a 
thistle, for Ireland a harp, for France 
a fiuer-de-lys, for Germany a black 
eagle, and for the Netherlands a lion. 
Du Simitier, who was the heraldic art­ 
ist, placed Ireland third in this im­ 
portant subdivision of that proposed 
Bhield for the Union, and it is inter­ 
esting to note the reasons set forth 
for this recognition of the patriotism 
of the colonial inhabitants who came 
here from Ireland: 


The third Quartering, green, with a 
harp of gold, was to be the respected 
symbol of Ireland, and was placed 
upon the shield as a token to the Irish 
patriots who took an active part In the 
war for independence; Jn fact, having 
brought over with them a spirit of dis­ 
like and revenge 
against 
England, 
they fought most bravely in our strug- 


discovered by their unsWllfulness in 
•‘playing of tho harp." 


That the heraldic device of which 
Du Simitier was the author pleased 
his critics is proved by the fact that 
Franklin at once withdrew his design, 
Adams abandoned his and Jefferson“ 
relegated his diagram to oblivion In 
favor of the compilation offered by the 
French expert. Also thero were other 
designs placed in evidence by distin­ 
guished colonists. 
Among them was 
an emblem of Ireland, a “Harp" with 
thirteen strings, and the motto, Majora 
Minorobus Consonant, meaning “The 
greater and lesser ones sound togeth­ 
er." 
The strings of tho harp were of 
different lengths, yet they composed 
one instrument in a strong frame and 
sounded in harmony. 
This appropri­ 
ate device was Intended to represent 


thereof the same as in the canton; 
and round her waist a purple girdle, 
fringed or embroidered, argent, with 
the word 'Virtute/ resting her in­ 
terior hand on the escutcheon, and 
holding In the other the proper stand­ 
ard of the United States, having a 
dove argent perched on the top of it.

| terested in the following sketch of the 
career of the man who solved the 
problem of providing a seal for the 
Government of the United States: 
Charles Thomson was born at Ma- 
ghera, Ireland, November 29, 1729, and 
came to America with his three elder 
brothers In 1741. 
They landed at 
New Castle, Delaware, with no other 
dependence 
than 
their 
Industry. 
Thomson was educated by Doctor Al­ 
lison, the tutor of several 
of the 
signers of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence. 
He had a great passion 
for reading and when yet a young 
man he had gleaned sufficient knowl­ 
edge to be counted among the “literi." 
He was afterwards a teacher in the 
Friends’ academy, at New Castle, Del* 
aware. 
From 
thence 
ho 
went to 
Philadelphia, where he became 
ac­ 
quainted with and obtained advice 
from Benjamin Franklin; he soon be­ 
came the intimate 
friend 
of 
the 
“learned Philadelphian" 
and 
their 
friendship seemed to increase daily. 
In 1772 he served as negotiator with 
the Iroquois and Delaware Indians, 
and 
bis good, 
conscientious 
work 
among the natives brought for him 
the worthy nickname, 
“Truthteller/f 
by which name the Indians alwayi 
after called him. 
He was a man of rare 
abilities and had the peculiar requi­ 
sites to make and keep friends where 
ever he happened to wander. He was 
called to the responsible duty of keep­ 
ing minutes of the proceedings of the 
first Continental Congress in 1774, and 
from that time until be resigned his 
office in 1789—then fifty-pine years old 
—he was the secretary of that digni­ 
fied and important body. 


John Adams ealled him “the Sam 
Adams of Philadelphia, the life of the 
cause of liberty." 
This certainly was 
a compliment, coming as it did from a 
tried and honest patriot. Thomson, it 
is true, made a most diligent secre­ 
tary, and in that position he had the 
rare pleasure of taking notes of all 
the important congressional 
actions. 
For the first year’s work he received 
no pay. He served as permanent sec­ 
retary 
during 
the 
eventful 
ftftee* 
years that followed. His seal was ac­ 
cepted officially on June 20, 1782. 
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and soft ribbons (with an occasional 
model showing velvet ribbon) make 
up the decorations. Frames aro made 
small enough to fit.

VISIT TOMB OF ST. STEPHEN 


Thousands of Invalids Gather Twice a 
Year to Implore 
Intercession 
of the Martyr. 


In a little church 
near 
Jerusalem, 
on tho site of the ancient Capharga- 
mala» thousands of the halt and lame 
gather semi-annually to celebrate the 
festival of the finding of St. Stephen's 
relics, to gaze on the bones of the first 
Christian martyr and to beg his inter- 
cession for the relief of their ailments. 


St. Stephen was one of the disciples 
of Jesus and after the ascension was 
chosen one of the seven deacons. For 
his adherence to the new faith he was 
stoned to death. 
In the calendar of 
saints he has two festivals, falling on 
December 26 and August 3. that of the 
latter date commemorating the finding 
of his relics. 


After St. Stephen's 
martyrdom 
his 
body lay long concealed 
under 
the 
ruins of an old tomb at Caphargama- 
la, 20 miles from Jerusalem. 
At this 
place, early in the fifth century, tho 
church was served 
by 
a 
venerable 
priest named 
Lucian. 
According 
to 
tradition, Lucian was twice visited by 
a vision of St. Stephen, who revealed 
the hiding place of his bones. 
The 
priest laid the matter before the bish- 
op of Jerusalem, who ordered him to 
search for tho body of the first saint 
at the place Indicated. 


The coffin was 
found 
and 
when 
opened, according to the chroniclers, 
"there came out of it 
such a 
sweet 
odor that no one remembered to have 
ever smelled anything so agreeable." 
A "vast multitude" 
had 
assembled, 
and, it Is said. 
73 
persons present, 
who were afliicted with 
various 
ail- 
ments, were immediately 
cured 
and 
made well again. 
A portion of the 
relics were left at Caphargamala, and 
the remainder taken to Jerusalem and 
interred in the Church of Sion.

teen centuries have passed since the 
translation and evor since the relics 
of the holy protomartyr 
have 
been 
thought to P9ssess miraculous healing 
powers.

FUNDS FOR FIGHTING PLAGUE 


State Legislatures in 1913 Made Gen- 
erous Appropriations to Check the 
Spread of Tuberculosis. 


Out 'of 41 state legislatures in ses- 
sion during the season of 1913, law» 
dealing with tuberculosis were enact- 
ed in 30 states, while in 34 states con- 
sideration was given to bills dealing 
with the prevention of this 
disease. 
This is a summary of the legislative 
campaign for 1913, issued by the Na- 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis today. 


Appropriations 
to 
the 
amount 
of 
over ?5,000,000 have been set 
aside 
for the treatment and prevention of 
tuberculosis by the various state leg- 
islatures in session this year. 
Most 
of this money is lor the maintenance 
of state sanatoria. 
There are at the 
present time 39 such institutions in 
31 different states, Connecticut, Massa- 
chusetts and Pennsylvania, each hav- 
ing more than one sanatorium. 
Dela- 
ware is the only state which has made 
provision for a state sanatorium for 
tuberculous negroes. 
In addition 
to 
the amounts appropriated by the va- 
rious state governments, congress will 
be obliged to set aside nearly $1,000,- 
000 for the maintenance of th$ United 
States public health, the army and the 
navy sanatoria, and the tuberculosis 
hospital of the District of Columbia.

WarrRnls for a milliou dollRrs to partly 
pay the bonus to townBhipa of Pennsyl- 
vaniii which collected road tux in cash in 
1912 are being drawn nt the State High- 
way Department and will be issued this 
week to over 1,400 t<>wni*hip9. 
T w o 
months ago $250,000 was distributed for 
part of 1912 and all of this money is to 
be used for improvement of township 
roads. Under the act of 1009 townships 
collecting road i-ftxes in cash are entitled 
to 50 per cent, bonus, hut the Legislature 
baa never appropriated the entire amount 
necessary. The General Asfiemhly of 1913 
however, made more liberal provision 
than ever before and double the amount 
nvailable in 1911 and 1912 for distribution 
is now being sent out. 
According to the 
figures gathered at the State Highway 
Department, t6,089,976.32 was collected 
for road purposes on part of which the 
bonus IS payable. The amount apportion- 
ed to Adams county is $12,108.18 as fol-

Irish historic emblems, both In device 
and tincture, are woven 
unalterably 
Into the fabric of the evolution of 
American 
history. 
Here, 
for 
the 
first 
time, 
are 
set forth items of 
great heraldic importance, giving the 
proper credit to Erin's emblems, as 
they have formed an equation in the 
developir «^'it of the present 
govern- 
mental devices of heraldic or sym- 
bolic meaning. 


It is generally supposed that the 
only important matter which engaged 
the attention of the first Continental 
Congress, on the fourth day of July, 
was tho adoption of the Declaration of 
Independence; but the records show 
that no less essential national problem 
—a government signature, or seal— 
was a part of tho considerations of 
that eventful occasion. 
It was about 
three o'clock in the afternoon, when 
the Liberty Bell was still sounding 
tho call to arms and proclaiming the 
dawn of freedom, that John Hancock, 
president of the Continental Congress, 
arose from his chair and said: 


"We are now a nation, and I ap- 
point Dr. Benjamin Franklin, John Ad- 
ams and Thomas Jefferson a commit- 
tee to prepare a device for a great 
seal of the thirteen United States." 
The committee Immediately proceed-

gle. 
Six thousand Irish came to this 
country iti 1729, and dispersed 
and 
settled throughout the colonies, princi- 
pally In Maryland, Virginia and the 
Carolinas. 
From among those devout 
settlers sprang some 
of 
the 
most 
prominent and 
influential 
colonists. 
The musical Instrument which sym- 
bolizes the land of Erin was an at- 
tributive ensign of tho Goddess Hl- 
bernla, the patroness of early Iceland. 
As early as the fifth century, the harp 
was BO common In Erin that hardly a 
peasant house was without one. 
In 
the old laws of Wales and Erin the 
Triads specified the use of the harp 
as one of the three things necessary 
to distinguish a freeman or gentle- 
man from a slave. 
Pretenders were 


Jected to as an American emblem on 
account of the harp being representa- 
tive of Ireland. 


But this, like many other devices, 
was not reported from the committee. 
There Is good reason to believe that 
the following design came as a later 
proposal from Doctor Franklin, as he 
refers to It in his writings: 


"Supporters.—In 
the dexter 
side: 
the genius of America 
(represented 
by 
a maiden 
with 
loose 
auburn 
tresses), having on her head a radi- 
ated crown of gold encircled with a 
sky blue fillet, spangled with silver 
stars, and clothed In a long, loose 
white garment bordered 
with 
green. 
From her right shoulder to her left a 
scarf, semee of stars, the tinctures

the national banner was taken until 
June 14, 1777. 
But Jefferson was »0 
impressed with the idea of recognis- 
ing the countries from whence Amer- 
ica was peopled, and to show definite- 
ly admiration for their patriotism in 
tho fight for liberty, that he placed be- 
low the Du SImltler idea the motto. 
"E Plurlbus Unum," to indicate "From 
Many (People), 
one 
(people);" 
or 
"From Many Nationalities, 
one 
na- 
tion;" or "From England, 
Scotland, 
Ireland, France, Germany, 
and 
the 
Netherlands—the United States." The 
motto does not 
mean"From 
many 
Colonies, one nation/' as the basic 
definition is clearly Indicated In the 
device and In Jefferson's description. 


Still, Congress was hard to please, 
and the report of the 
distinguished 
committee was set aside and a new 
committee 
assigned 
to 
the 
task. 
Though Jefferson continued deeply In* 
terested In the matter and submitted 
several other devices, no less than 
twenty designs were under discussion, 
and four subsequent committees la- 
bored with the seal problem. 


Then in 1782 a committee called to 
*helr aid a certain Mr. William Bar- 
ton, a patriot, soldier and heraldic ez* 
pert, and he designed a seal which 
again incorporated 
the emblems 
In 
token jof the Irish , allies of the He- 
public. 
His design was elaborate and 
practically became the basis of cmr 
present seal. 
In the shield the Btafs 
and Stripes appear and the eagle and 
eye of Providence. 
But the 
special 
consideration of the Irish Is found in 
the two 
figures 
supporting the pro- 
posed design. 
The harp and the fieur- 
de-lys relate to the assistance 
ren- 
dered by Ireland and France, and are 
blazoned on a green banner. 
How- 
ever, this committee's report fared no 
better 
than Its 
predecessors, 
and 
finally the entire question of evolving 
an appropriate seal was placed In the 
hands of the secretary of the Conti- 
nental 
Congress—the 
Irishman, 
Charles Thomson. 
He, with the aid 
of William liarton, gave to the world 
our present 
emblematic 
signature. 
Americans In general, and those ol 
Irish ancestry In particular, will be In-

ranged by Jefferson, based on the com- 
pilation of a Huguenot 
named 
Du 
Bimitier, be reported to Congress on 
August 10, 1776. The design in ques- 
tion was quite elaborate and indicated 
fundamental knowledge of the laws 
of heraldry, besides coptalning primal 
symbolic language, 
and 
ono Impor- 
. tant element which appealed strongly 
to tho Irish pride of race. 
The pro- 
posed shield 
carried an emblem 
to 
represent the six great nationalities 
taking part in the war for independ- 
ence, or those who populated the col- 
onies and were earnest In the 
fight 
for American freedom. Thus, for Eng- 
land appeared a rose, for Scotland a 
thistle, for Ireland a harp, for France 
a 
fiuer-de-lys, 
for Germany a 
black 
eagle, and for the Netherlands a lion. 
Du Simliler, who was the heraldic art- 
ist, placed Ireland third in this im- 
portant subdivision of that proposed 
Khleld for the Union, and it Is Inter- 
esting to note the reasons set forth 
for this recognition of the patriotism 
of the colonial inhabUants who came 
here from Ireland: 


The third Quartering, green, with a 
harp of gold, was to be the respected 
symbol of Ireland, and was 
placed 
upon the shield as a token to the Irish 
patriots who took an active part In the 
war for Independence; in fact, having 
brought over with them a spirit of dis- 
like and revenge 
against 
England, 
(hey fought xnoai bravely in our strug- 


discovered by their unsWllfulness Itt 
"playing of tho harp." 


That tho heraldic device of which 
Du Simitler was the author pleased 
his critics is proved by the fact that 
Franklin at once withdrew his design, 
Adams abandoned his and Jefferson* 
relegated his diagram to oblivion in 
favor of the compilation offered by the 
French expert 
Also thero were other 
designs placed In evidence by distin- 
guished colonists. 
Among them was 
an emblem of Ireland, a "Harp" with 
thirteen strings, and the motto, Majora 
Minorobus Consonant, meaning "The 
greater and lesser ones sound togeth- 
er." 
The strings of tho harp wero of 
different lengths, yet they composed 
one instrument in a strong frame and 
sounded In harmony. 
This appropri- 
ate device was Intended to represent 


thereof the same as in the canton; 
and round her waist a purple girdle, 
fringed or embroidered, argent, with 
the 
word 
'Vlrtute,' 
resting her 
in- 
terior hand on the escutcheon, 
and 
holding In the other tho proper stand- 
ard of the United States, having a 
dove argent perched on the top of it. 


"On the sinister side: 
a man 
in 
complete armor, his sword-belt azure 
fringed with gold, his helmet encircled 
with a wreath of laurel and crested 
with one white and two blue plurpes; 
supporting with his dexter hand the 
escutcheon, and holding In the Interior 
a lance, with tho point sangulnated, 
and upon It a banner displayed, vert; 
(green), in the feis-point a harp strung 
with sllverf between a star In chief, 
two 
fieurs-de-lys 
in fess, a pair of 
swords In saltier. In basses, all argent.

terested in the following sketch of the 
career of the man who solved 
the 
problem of providing a seal for the 
Government of the United States: 


Charles Thomson was born at Ma- 
gherà, Ireland, November 29, 1729, and 
came to America with his three elder 
brothers In 1741, 
They landed 
at 
New Castle, Delaware, with no other 
dependence 
than 
their 
industry. 
Thomson was educated by Doctor Al- 
lison, the tutor of several 
of 
the 
signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 
He had a great passion 
for reading and when yet a young 
man he had gleaned sufficient knowl- 
edge to be counted among the "llterl." 
He was afterwards a teacher in the 
Friends' academy, at New Castle, Del« 
aware. 
From 
thence 
ho 
went 
to 
Philadelphia, where he became 
ac- 
quainted with 
and 
obtained 
advice 
from Benjamin Franklin; he soon be- 
came the intimate 
friend 
of 
the 
"learned 
Phlladelphlan" 
and 
their 
friendship seemed to Increase dally. 
In 1772 ho served as negotiator with 
the Iroquois and Delaware 
Indlann, 
and 
his good, 
conscientious 
work 
among the natives brought for him 
the worthy nickname, 
"Truthteller," 
by which name the Indians always 
after called him. 
He was a man of rare 
abilities and had the peculiar requi- 
sites to make and keep friends where 
ever he happened to wander. 
He was 
called to the responsible duty of keep- 
ing minutes of the proceedings of the 
first Continental Congress In 1774, and 
from that time until he resigned his 
office In 1789—then fifty-pine years old 
^ h e was the secretary of that dlgnl- 
iied and Important body. 


John Adams ealled him "the Sam 
Adams of Philadelphia, the life of the 
cause of liberty." 
This certainly was 
a compliment, coming as it did from a 
tried and honest patriot. 
Thomson, It 
Is true, made a most diligent secre- 
.tary, and in that position be had the 
rare pleasure of taking notes of all 
the important congressional 
actions. 
For the first year's work he received 
no pay. He served as permanent sec- 
retary 
during 
the 
eventful 
fìfteea 
years that followed. 
His seal was ac- 
cepted officially on Juue 20, 1782.

Ho Is the selfsnmo fellow slMI, the 
Oftirene merchant, ns in the days of 
Haroun-al-Rnschid. He sqnats in cross 
logged contentment ns of yore, amen- 
able only to the Icqnacious system of 
bargaining dear to the heart of the 
oriental. 
The western tourist, foolish- 
ly regarding time as of value, will lose 
all equanimity long before he has com- 
pleted the smallest transaction. 
If his 
knowledge of the oar.t and his patience 
suilice ami he begins negotiations early 
onnngh In the day not to be driven 
forth as the merchant sets up his shut- 
ters at nightfall he may obtain the ar- 
ticle he seeks at a just and equitable 
price. 
If he gains possession of It in 
less than the accustomed time he will 
certainly have paid more than its mar- 
ket value. 


Vagamundo, the western traveler ex- 
perienced in the ways of the east, 
catches si lit duriivr a stroll through 
the bazaars of an Arabic blade that 
takes his fancy. 
It hangs high at the 
top of the open booth, on the raised 
floor of which serenely squats the pro- 
prietor, with folded legs. 
Vagamundo, 
as from tlie merest curiosity, pauseu 
to run his eye over the countless ar- 
ticles, suggests 
with a half 
stifled 
yawn that the scimitar looks like what 
might be a convincing weapon In the 
hands of an enemy, ventures to hope 
that the 
merchant 
is enjoying fine 
weather and strolls leisurely on. 
The 
shopkeeper continues to puff drowsily 
at his water bottle until the western- 
er is all but out of earshot. Then bo ap- 
pears suddenly to awake and drones 
out a languid 
hivUatiou 
to 
return. 
Vagainundo pays no hoed to the sum- 
mons for some moments, gazes ab- 
stractedly upon the wares displayed 
in another booth, then wanders slowly 
back. 
The merchant hopes that the 
traveler Is enjoying the best of health. 
Invites him to squat in the bit of 
space not already occupied by himself 
or his wares, offers a cigarette and 
falls to discussing the state of the cot- 
ton crop in the delta. 
By the time tlie 
second cigarette is lighted he turns the 
conversation deftly to the scimitar and 
remarks that though It is hung among 
his wares rather for ornament 
than 
for sale it is possible he may some 
day tire of beholding it and part with 
It for—perhaps 1,000 plasters. 
Vaga- 
mundo, 
puffing remlnlscently 
for a 
time, recalls having heard a friend ex- 
press a desire to obtain such a weap- 
on for, say, 75 plasters or so and 
wonders, after ali. why that friend 
should care for so useless an article. 
The shopkeeper regrets that the two 
prices named do not more nearly coin- 
cide, trusts that the Inundations will 
not be so late this year as last and 
reaches again for the tubò of his nar- 
ghile. 
Vagamundo expresses his de- 
light that the khedlve has recovered 
from his recent attack, thanks 
the 
merchant for his disinterested hospital- 
ity and saunters away, 
' The shortest insta nt before he is 
finally lost from view In the surging 
stream of bazaar loungers he Is called 
back to learn that the merchant Is of 
the opinion that the new laud tax will 
work more effectively than the old, 
that the scimitar ia probably worth only 
780 plastei's and 
that some of 
the 
eucalyptus trees in the Esbekieh gar- 
dens are to bo removed. 
With all 
due respect to Cromer Pasha 
Vaga- 
mundo doubts the practicability of his 
latest scheme of taxation and hopes 
that his friend may somewhere run 
across such a scimitar at 100 plasters. 


Thus the transaction continues; a 
third, a fourth, even a fifth time Vaga- 
mundo returns.

Üairene shopkeeper will hurry in his 
transactions for no mortal man. 
Let 
the pulsating westerner press his mer- 
cenary suit too forcibly and he dis- 
covers to his surprise, and 
perhaps 
even to his dismay, that the merchant 
of the east displays his wares and 
squats by day among them merely as 
a recreation and amusement and that 
the notion of selling anything is far- 
thest
